Arts Co-op and Women’s Studies given nod 

New Programs approved by Senate and Board 


New academic programs at UVic and 
establishment of a new School and 
Department were approved by the Board 
of Governors at its meeting Jan. 19. 

Among programs approved by Senate 
and given the go-ahead by the Board 
were a B.A. in Women’s Studies, B.A; in 
Medieval Studies, B.A. in Canadian 
Literature with combined major in Eng¬ 
lish and French, a Co-operative Arts 
Education program in Fine Arts and 
Arts and Science, and a Humanities 
diploma program. 

The Board accepted the recommenda¬ 
tion of Senate that a Department of 
Pacific and Asian Studies be established 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science, effec¬ 
tive July 1, and that a School of Health 
Information Science be established 
soon. 

The new Co-op program in Arts is to be 
implemented this fall, as funding is 
available from the provincial govern¬ 
ment to assist new employers to hire stu¬ 
dents and for administrative support at 
the university. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
called its approval a “very exciting 
development.” UVic will be the only uni¬ 


versity in B.C. to offer such a program. 

When Senate discussed new programs 
at its Jan. 7 meeting, Vice-president 
Academic Murray Fraser emphasized 
that their approval does not imply 
implementation. 

“We have no additional funds for most 
of these programs and therefore imple¬ 
mentation will depend on reallocation of 
the budget.” 

Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry) won¬ 
dered whether UVic should be starting 
programs in Women’s Studies and 
Medieval Studies on a shoestring. 

“Are we pampering females? When 
budgets are under pressure, are medie¬ 
val studies a pressing need? Should we 
be approving new programs which I 
don’t thifik are urgent when there are 
real budget constraints?” 

In reply, Fraser said “... as chairman 
of the committee (Senate committee on 
planning) I should say that the courses 
mentioned are not soft or throwaway 
courses, but are serious programs put 
together over a couple of years, and in 
the committee’s and my view, are well 
worth adoption.” 

“Obviously the university can’t stand 


still,” said Prof. Don Harvey (Visual 
Arts). “The chance to develop new pro¬ 
grams must occur. When, through imag¬ 
ination and creativity, we are able to 
produce programs that don’t cost too 
much, we should do so.” 

Dean of Social Sciences Louis Costa 
said, “even the symbolic value of creat¬ 
ing new programs is important. I would 
vote for both programs, even if there 
were no chance of their being funded or 
implemented.” 

At the Board meeting, the discontinu¬ 
ance of the Diploma program in Native

Asked why the program is not being 
continued, Education Dean John Jack- 
son said it had been approved by the 
Universities Council of B.C. but had 
never received funding. “It was put into 
the calendar as it was felt some would 
want to take it. But no one has ever done 
it. The time has come to remove it from 
the calendar due to lack of interest and 
funds.

Interested in child care? 
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Rare artifacts exhibited 


An exhibit of pre-Columbian art from 
Central America, prepared by UVic 
Master’s student in History in Art Henri¬ 
etta Schmidt, opens at the Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery Jan. 25. 

The exhibit displays many aspects of 
pre-Columbian art from the Diquis zone 
in Costa Rica, the least known of Costa 
Rica’s archaeological zones where much 
tomb looting in the past has resulted in 
loss or damage to the indigenous arts. 

The ceramic and carved stone art of the 
Diquis zone, featured in the exhibit, is in 
many ways distinctly different from that 
of the other archaeological zones of Costa 
Rica, and much of its significance is not 
understood nor its function nor meaning 
known. 


The exhibit includes the famous stone 
spheres, or balls, which range in diameter 
from approximately 20 cm. to approxi¬ 
mately 2.5 m and weigh from a few 
kilograms to about 15,000 tons. They were 
found singly or in groups of up to 45, 
located on flat land, on platforms of 
boulders, on tops of mounds, and some of 
the smaller balls in graves. 

Also included in the exhibit, which 
continues until April 12, are such artifacts 
as ceramic vessels and pegbase figurines 
used in rituals, musical instruments, 
carved stone metates used to grind com, 
and zoomorphic effigies.

Students survey seniors 
in city 


In order to gather information on the 
housing and health care needs of people 
aged 55 and over, UVic work study 
students will begin to contact more than 
600 people living in the Victoria area, this 
month. 

The study is being supervised by Dr. 
Paul Baker (Sociology), with financial 
assistance from the Capital Regional 
District. It is a follow-up to a survey 
conducted in 1984 by a team of 13 
researchers from UVic and the Victoria 
Institute of Gerontology. 

The students will attempt to re-contact 
the same people interviewed for the 1984 
study, and an additional 100 seniors aged 
at least 75, says Baker. 

Purpose of the survey is to gather data 
on the need for “sheltered housing” for 
seniors living in this area. 

Sheltered housing is becoming very 
popular in the United Kingdom, but is 
only in the experimental stages in 
Canada. It refers to housing that provides 
a caretaker, alarm system and communal 
facilities such as laundry and dining, 
while allowing older individuals and 
couples to have private quarters within 
this supportive environment. 

According to the 1983 survey, about 55 
per cent of people aged 75 and over live 
alone in their homes, and in general the 


aged 55 and over group is remarkably 
problem-free. The percentage of people in 
this age bracket suffering from loneliness 
is about 11 percent, which is about the 
same as for all age groups, says Baker. 

“In terms of housing, however, there 
does appear to be a need for some factual 
information on the demand for what is 
called ‘sheltered housing’.” 

“Such facilities are rare in Canada, and 
presently non-existent in Victoria. Few 
older individuals know what the terms 
‘sheltered housing’ or ‘supportive 
housing’ mean. This study will gather 
data on the current housing situation of 
the elderly and their perceived problems 
or needs. As well, it will explore their 
attitudes and expectations for a sheltered 
housing system. It will include specific 
questions about the cost of such a system, 
including how much individuals are able 
to pay for various types of supportive 
housing.” 

Baker hopes the survey will discover 
levels and patterns of knowledge about 
supportive housing, and the degree of 
interest in using it among the seniors’ 
population of Greater Victoria. The 
survey will also investigate the prefer¬ 
ences for the types of facilities which 
would be offered in this type of housing, if 
it were introduced in this area.

Student pianists Ingrid Pfuetzner and 
Leslie Wyber and violist Mark Neumann 
are the featured winners, who will 
perform in this year’s concert.

Proceeds from the performance will 
benefit a scholarship for outstanding 
music students. 

Pfuetzner, a graduate student in the 
class of Bruce Vogt, will perform 
Beethoven’s Concerto No. 1 in C, Op. 15. 
Wyber, a fourth-year student of Robin

Irish author visits 


John McGahern, one of Ireland’s lead¬ 
ing authors of fiction, will be visiting as 
a Lansdowne Lecturer for the next three 
months. 

McGahern, an author of four novels, 
several collections of short stories and 
three plays, has been called “the most 
truly Existentialist writer working in 
English today.” 

On campus, McGahern will present 
several public lectures, beginning with a 
public reading of his works on Jan. 26, at 
12:30 p.m. in the Cornett Building. Dur¬ 
ing his stay he will teach a weekly spe¬ 
cial course on the great short stories of 


the world to senior creative writing 
students. 

McGahern achieved immediate fame 
with his first novel, The Barracks (1963). 
This was followed in 1965 with the novel 
The Dark, a collection of short stories 
Nightlines (1970), the novels The Leave- 
taking (1974) and The Pornographer 
(1979) and High Ground (1985). He also 
has just recently completed a film script 
in Britain. 

He has lectured at various British and 
American univrsities.

to join Law Faculty

One of Canada’s leading international 
law experts, Dr. Douglas Johnston, will 
become UVic’s professor of Asia Pacific 
Legal Relations this July 1. 

Johnston’s arrival at UVic will cap his 
distinguished career as a senior scholar 
and researcher in international legal 
subjects, with particular reference to the 
Asia Pacific region. His is the first of three 
senior appointments expected this year as 
part of UVic’s drive to recruit a core group 
of internationally-ranked scholars to 
undertake initiatives in the Asia Pacific 
region. 

The announcement of Johnston’s 
appointment was made by UVic Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch following a 
meeting of the Board of Governors Jan. 
19. 

Johnston’s international reputation in 
maritime resource and environmental 
law has grown for the past 12 years, while 
he served as Director of the Dalhousie 
Marine and Environmental Law pro¬ 
gram and the related Dalhousie ocean 
studies program. In recent years, much of 
his research work has concentrated on the 
Southeast Asian Project on Ocean Law, 
Policy and Management (SEAPOL), 
involving significant on-site work in 
Thailand. 

Thailand and other Asian countries are 
to be the focal point of the UVic Law 
Faculty’s growing initiatives in the Asian 
Pacific. 

UVic Law Dean Bill Neilson describes 
Johnston as “an extremely creative 
scholar with impeccable research and 
teaching credentials and a wonderful 
network in the Asia Pacific region”. 

“Douglas Johnston will greatly 
strengthen our faculty resources in 
International and Comparative Law and 
lead us into a new era of two-way contact 
with our sister universities in the Asia 
Pacific,” he says. 

A Fellow of the World Academy of Arts 
and Science and the North American 
Regional Governor for the International 
Council of Environmental Law, Johnston 
is the author or editor of 17 books, 
including The Structure and Process 
of International Law: Modern Essays 
in Legal Philosophy, Doctrine and 
Theory (1983), The New Law of the Sea 
in Southeast Asia (1983), The Interna¬ 
tional Law of Fisheries: Framework

for Policy-Oriented Inquiries (1965, 
updated 1986)and The Theory and His¬ 
tory of Ocean Boundary-Making 
(1986). His recent monographs and arti¬ 
cles include The New Law of the Sea in 
Southeast Asia being published by the 
Institute of Asian Studies at Chulalong- 
kom University, Bangkok and Systemic 
Environmental Damage: The Role of 
International Law, published by the 
Syracuse Journal of International Law in 
1986. 

Funding support for the new UVic 
Chairs has come from the federal Secre¬ 
tary of State and the provincial Excel¬ 
lence in Education fund. Efforts are now 
underway to complete the recruitment of 
the other two senior scholars who are to 
have special expertise in Japanese and 
Chinese economic relations., 

The three senior professors will form 
the core of a new research centre in Asia 
Pacific Relations, each spending one-half 
time with their home Faculties and the 
remaining half-time with the new centre. 

“We hope to give the centre a running 
start with the three best possible people in 
their areas of expertise,” says Petch. 


High tech companies listed 


The Vancouver Island Advanced Techno¬ 
logy Directory, 1987, which lists com¬ 
panies, scientific laboratories and trade 
associations on Vancouver Island is now 
available. 

The Directory which includes company 
listings by discipline is the result of a 
research project by UVic students Robert 
Brown, Michael Hudson, David Osselton 
at the UVic Business and Industry 
Development Centre. They identified the 
companies by referring to last year’s 
Directory and approximately 20 other 
available listing sources, and conducting 
interviews. An improvement they have 
made over last year’s Directory is 


compilation of a comprehensive index. 

Though the Directory is not an 
exhaustive listing of all the advanced 
technology industry on the island, it does 
represent a substantial portion of the 
industry. As well it details a comprehen¬ 
sive section on government, government 
related and non-profit organizations 
engaged in technology transfer and 
financial assistance to companies 
throughout Vancouver Island. UVic 
facilities are featured in detail. 

Funding for the Directory was received 
from The National Research Council in 
co-sponsorship with UVic. Copies can be 
obtained for $10. 


Board votes for staff 


The Tenure Document Review Commit¬ 
tee will be asked by the Board of Gover¬ 
nors to consider changing the Tenure 
Document to add a non-academic staff 
member to membership of UVic search 
committees for departmental chairmen 
and directors of schools. 

The motion to make the request 
received a favorable vote at the Jan. 19 
meeting of the Board. 

Board member Liliane Morgan, 
speaking to the motion, said.“It is time.

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Debate on security planned

“Canada’s National Security: Prospects 
for the Future” will be debated at a live 
forum which will bring prominent Cana¬ 
dians Dr. Gwynne Dyer and Dr. George 
Bell to UVic Feb. 5. 

Bell, President of the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute for Strategic Studies, and member 
of the board of directors of the Canadian 
Institute for International Peace and 
Security, is a former member of the per¬ 
manent joint board (United States/Can¬ 
ada) on defence. He retired from the 
Canadian Armed Forces as a Brigadier 
General in 1973 after 33 years service, 
and has been involved with defence 
planning with NATO, the U.S. and the 
United Nations. 

Dyer is also a board member of CUPS, 
has served in the Canadian, American 
and British navies, and for four years 
was a senior lecturer in war studies at 
Britain’s Royal Military Academy in 
Sandhurst. 

Dyer’s documentary radio series 
“Goodbye War” has been aired in seven 
countries, and his syndicated column in 
which he has analyzed international 
affairs since 1973 is published in a dozen 
languages in newspapers in 50 coun¬ 
tries. 


Bell and Dyer have very different 
views on the topic they will debate, says 
UVic Extension program co-ordinator 
Brishkai Lund who has organized the 
event as a community education project. 

CIIPS is co-sponsoring the debate, 
which will raise questions concerning 
Canada’s defence policy, her role as a 
middle power in arms control and disar¬ 
mament negotiations and her interna¬ 
tional economic and political relations. 

The debate will be followed by discus¬ 
sion with the audience, and be broadcast 
throughout B.C. over the Knowledge 
Network. A printed guide, and video and 
audio-cassettes for national distribution 
to encourage discussion of peace and dis¬ 
armament issues will be developed, 
based on the event, says Lund. 

The fee to attend is $12, with reduc¬ 
tions for unemployed workers and stu¬ 
dents. Included in the fee is a second 
presentation, to be offered March 5, on 
“Canada and the Developing World in 
the 1990s.” Both events will begin at 7:30 
p.m.

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Lawyers need scientific 
knowledge —Kirby 


The new Charter of Rights, in combina¬ 
tion with the new technology, poses spe¬ 
cial problems for Canadian lawyers, 
according to Australian Supreme Court 
Justice Michael Kirby, who delivered 
the Leon Ladner lecture at UVic Jan. 7. 

In his lecture titled “Human Rights 
and Technology: A New Dilemma”, 
Kirby said “If mankind survives, this 
century will be celebrated, principally, 
for its remarkable scientific and techno¬ 
logical developments.” 

“The dynamic forces of science and 
technology released during the lifetime 
of Leon Ladner (1884-1970) necessarily 
affect the definition and application of 
human rights.” 

“The definition and enforcement of 
human rights remains overwhelmingly 
the province of lawyers, jnost of whom 
are ignorant of the detail of modern tech¬ 
nological developments and uninter¬ 
ested in the scientific theory which 
supports technology,” 

Kirby said there had been criticism of 
the development of the now-abandoned 
charter of rights in Australia because no 
scientist had been asked to serve in the 
process. “Developments in the field of 
biology present the clearest illustration 
of the difficulty of applying human 
rights provisions, designed to protect 
life, to circumstances where human life 
can now be developed in vitro and be 
made the subject of investigation, exper- 
imentation, contract, use and 
destruction.” 

Kirby insisted “these remarks are not 
meant to disparage the importance of a 
Bill of Rights initiative or the enduring 
relevance of the orthodox list of civil and 
political rights. They are to make the 
point that the world has moved on. A 
new series of problems has presented 
itself. Most of them are traceable to 
science and technology and unless new 
rights are fashioned, ungainly attempts 
will be made to fit them into language 
framed for quite different purposes.” 

Kirby referred to increased awareness 
of the shadow side of technology and a 
growing vigilance on the part of small 
numbers about the limits and conse¬ 
quences of the increasing use of compu¬ 
ters, biotechnology and nuclear power, 
and to the areas of privacy and the envir¬ 
onment and human rights. 

“It is not necessary to be a Luddite, or 
to be opposed to scientific and technolog¬ 


ical developments, simply because one is 
alert to the risks which they pose for the 
fundamental rights of humanity.” 

Kirby lauded the work of the Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development and UNESCO in develop¬ 
ing guidelines based on principles 
meant to guarantee privacy of 
information. 

“What has been lacking at the inter¬ 
national level, as in domestic jurisdic¬ 
tion, has been a perception of the overall 
relevance of scientific developments for 
the concept of human rights,” Kirby 
emphasized. 

The recent unsuccessful legal chal¬ 
lenge by Operation Dismantle, a disar¬ 
mament pressure group, to the 
government of Canada, for its decision to 
continue testing U.S. Cruise missiles, 
underlined the fact that “without 
human life, talk of civil and political 
rights and even social and economic 
rights is pointless,” he said. 

The judge pointed out that it is main¬ 
tained by some informed quarters that 
the “very safeguards which may be 
introduced for the purpose of controlling 
the dangerous proliferation of nuclear 
material, may lead to an insidious, grad¬ 
ual and deleterious change in the nature 
of free societies.” 

Many critics are “not necessarily sup¬ 
porters of nuclear disarmament or oppo¬ 
nents of uranium mining,” but 
concerned that “the delicate balance of 
civil liberties will be profoundly 
affected, or even mortally undermined, 
by defence measures” taken by society 
against “the enormous risks involved in 
nuclear material proliferation.” 

In conclusion, Kirby stated that it is 
not merely coincidence that many of the 
leaders in the battle for respect for 
human rights are scientists. 

“The human rights debate of the 
future must involve as many scientists 
and technologists as lawyers, otherwise 
statements of human rights will be 
silent upon many of the urgent and mod¬ 
ern problems thrown up by science and 
technology today.” 

“Lawyers must develop a greater 
urgency about the issues of this debate, 
otherwise they will increasingly lack the 
understanding of the questions to be 
asked, let alone the answers to be 
given.”

Corporate Power and Canadian Capitalism is 
the title of a new book by Dr. William K. Carroll 
of the UVic Sociology Department. This volume 
presents a scholarly description and analysis of 
Canada’s “interlocking corporate networks,” 
charted from the 1940s through the 1970s. The 
book attempts to refute the traditional view that 
because Canadian business is attached in so 
many ways to stronger foreign (mainly U.S.) 
companies, we have been saddled by a depend¬ 
ent commercial managerial elite involved in an 
ongoing process of selling the country out- 
putting the needs of their foreign owners before 
those of Canadians, and stifling development. 
Other countries have often been described as 
having a more united financial/industrial elite 
that stands up to foreign domination. Carroll’s 
thesis is that upon examination, the Canadian 
business elite looks “rather similar” to the other 
elites in the west. “There is, in fact, a strong 
independent presence owned and controlled in 
Canada, deeply connected to our particular 
financial interests and heavily engaged in inter¬ 
national expansion,” he states. “It is not a 
peculiarly dependent class. That notion is not 
consistent with the facts. The tendencies in 
Canada reflect the tendencies in the world 
economy. Cross-penetration of capital has 
internationalized the world economy. It’s felt 
elsewhere too; Canada is not the exception, as 
is so often stated in this country.” 

UVic Chancellor Dr. William Gibson was one of 
more than 120 people who attended a forum in 
the Cin^centa theatre Jan. 14 sponsored by the 
Save Our City Coalition and the UVic AMS. 
Gibson opened the meeting by saying that the 
proposal for development of downtown Victo¬ 
ria by Cadillac Fairview has raised important 


questions among Victoria citizens. “The public 
is gradually becoming resistant under what 
they think is too great haste. I’m not against 
development in Victoria. But, I must say, wise 
politicians might slow down a bit and heartheir 
constituents,” said Gibson. Also speaking in 
favor of taking more time to plan the develop¬ 
ment of downtown Victoria, and saving the her¬ 
itage buildings now planned for demolition, 
were Terry Waller, owner of a downtown 
antique store, and Fred Hook of the Hallmark 
Society and the “unmall project”. The speakers 
were introduced by Dr. Albert Hurd (Mathe¬ 
matics).
